Given in Summary 


The British resumed the offensive 
today in a powerful attack in the 
Somme region in northern France 
According to London they have driv 
en back the German lines a mile an' 
a qiiarter at some places, in an as 
sault along a six mile front. 
The 
line extended from Bouleaux wood, 
northwest of Comhles, to a point 
north of Albert-Bapaume road, which 
runs through Pozieres. 


As a preliminary to today's ex- 
tended 
offensive 
movement. 
Gen. 
Haig's forces last night attacked am 
captured German trenches along i- 
front of 
more 
than 
half a mile 
southeast 
of Thiepval. 
The com- 
bined assaults thus covered virtual 
ly the entire Somme front of thi 
British. 
The night's success includ- 
ed the capture of a strongly forti- 
fied German position known as the 
Wunder work. 


The French on their part drove in- 
to the south of Combles, which al- 
ready was nearly hemmed in by the 
entente forces and report an ad- 
vance as far as the \dllage of Ran- 
cotirt

place on the Verdun front, Paris re- 
porting two German attacks there 
both of which were repulsed. 


Heavy strokes are being deUverec* 
by Gen. Sarrait's forces against tbo 
Bulgarians on the Macedonian front 
with marked success, 
according to 
Paris today. 
Victories have beer 
won 
by the Serbians, French am? 
British. 


The 
oflScial statement 
indicate 
that the most serious defeat was ad- 
ninistered by the Serbians, who drovr 
the Bulgarians 
back 
twelve miles 
after several days fighting west ci 
Lake Ostrovo, capturing many pris 
oners and twenty-five cannon. 
Tbr 
French and British drove at the Bui 
ccarian center on both sides of thr 
Vardar, the French taking positior- 
a mile long and half a mile dee'- 
east of the river and the Britis^ 
carrying important 
positions west 
of the stream. 


Constantinople reports the British 
igain on the offensive in Mesopota 
mia, following lone: inactivity of thr 
forces along the Euphrates and or 
the Tigris below Kut-el-Amara. Th^ 
Turkish war office claims to have re- 
nulsed the attacks, in one of whicV 
the British are said to have lost 2, 
000 men. 


London, Sept. 15.—(5:11 p. in.) 
—The British in their offensive 
along the Somme have broken the 
German third line of defense and 
have taken the village of Fleres, 
two miles north of Ginchy, ac- 
cording to reports 
received by- 
Reuters Telegram company today. 


British forces are also reported 
to have gained the outskirts of 
Martinpuich, a mile and a half 
cast of Pozieres, the reports add. 


The war office today announced the re- 
turn to the attack by the British along 
the Somme front last night, charging 
over a sector six miles long.

Hoyne today. 
Michael Miehniuk. father 
of the youtii and head of the bank, will 
give himself up later in tho day, his 
counsel said. 


It is the forty-third private bank thnt 
has failed in Chicago within the last fivo 
vears. 
' A big, grim padlock, fastening the 
doors of Michniuk's hank slnrted depos- 
itors and passersby in the face yester- 
day afternoon. 
Word flew tiirough the 
neiehborbood and when the police ar- 
rived se%-eral hnndred excited men and 
women 
were 
trying 
to batter their 
wav in. 


Last nighl an assistant statp's attor- 
ney and two detectives broke down the 
door with an ax and entered. 


At abont the same time other detec- 
tives from the Maxwell street 
polic-' 
station conducted :\Iiss Helen J)epke. a 
clerk of the bank, from her home at 2137 
North Oakley avenue to the station to 
be questioned. 


Miehniuk was to have appeared today 
before State's Attorney Hoyne with th^; 
records of his bank, in answer to sub- 
poenaes duces tecum, in the progress oí 
Mr. Hoyne's general inquiry into the 
condition of private banks. 


Miehniuk is a Russian. He is head of 
the Eagle Bottling works, owner of a 
soda water stand and proprietor and ed- 
itor of a weekly 
paper, the 
Russian 
Voice. 
He and his three sons operated 
the bank together 
with 
a 
steamship 
ticket agency and foreign exchange office. 


From the best information obtainable 
there are abont 300 depositors left. Miss 
Depke stated that many had withdrawn^ 
their money since the flurry caused by j 
the failures of the Silvers and Krzyos-j 
zewski, other private financiers in the 
same locality. 


"The 
bank is solvent." 
said 
Misd 
Depke. "There are about $5,OO0 in funds 
to the credit of about 300 depositors. 
Miehniuk excused me from work Thurs- 
day morning so I could do some shop- 
ping. He told me I did not need to re- 
turn the rest of the day." 


She said much money had been with- 
drawn late, but that Miehniuk was well 
off and could liquidate at any time.

The artful forger who cashed three 
worthless checks on Fort Wayne mer- 
chants, recently plied his trade in Chi- 
cago, police believe. 
Comparison of the 
handwriting, especially the cros.sing of 
the f s is identical with that of a forger 
who disposed of a number of valueless 
papers on merchants of the Windy city 
several weeks ago. 


In the communication from Chicago, 
which held samples of the checks, the 
infonnation that detectives were well on 
the trail of the forger was given out. Ap- 
pearance of detectives from Chicago is 
rather 
expected 
here 
although It 
ifl 
thought that the forger Is many miles 
away by this time. 


So far the police have only the scrawled 
pieces of paper for clues in the cleverest 
forgery 
plan in 
several years.

is 
thought that the same young man cashed 
the check at the Dukes Clothing company 
on Saturday and the Foster and Fox fur- 
niture stores on Monday. The forger who 
worked the furniture stores was dressed 
In woman's clothes.

railroad strike was averted was merely 
an increase of wages for the employes. 


The president, his political adviser.s 
said today, considers the principle of 
the eight-hour day vitally affected by 
the strike settlement and will seek to 
Bhow that while the railroad legislation 
PMsed by congress to meet the situa- 
t i v trill gi^« the employes at least a 
temporary increaa« in pay, the more 
important point is that it establiflhed 
f Ä ' 
. tlie eight-hour day as the basis for rail- 
' 
n « d workmen. The president 3^111 make

Democratic leaders expected the re- 
publicans to continue their efforts to 
make the strike settlement an issue, and 
it was said today that Mr. Wilson will 
welcome such an argument. 
Mr. Wil- 
son expects to make clear that he will 
not be satisfied until congress enacts 
into the law the rest of the railroad 
legislation he recommended when the 
strike was threatened, including an in- 
crease in the interstate commerce com- 
mission and a measure for an investiga- 
tion of controversies between railways 
and their employes before strikes or 
lockouts are called.

Chicago, Sept. 15.—Details of Avhat 
is said to have been an elaborate plot 
to swindle seventeen banks in the Uni- 
ted States out of an amoxmt estimated

between 
$300.000 
and 
$500,000 
were made public liere today. 
At the 
same time it was announced that a de- 
tective would leave Chicago for Gotten- 
burg, Sweden, armed with extradition 
papers for Karl von Bardi, wanted in 
connection with the alleged plot. 


Von Bardi, according to the Swedish 
eonsul here, has been in a Gottenburg 
jail since last May, when he was cap- 
tured through a wireless message on a 
charge of having forged checks for $3,- 
000 in the name of a local varnish man- 
ufacturing eompany. 


Although 
the 
Swedish 
authorities 
have refused to extradite him. they have 
also refused to release him" from jail. 


According to the police von Bardi as- 
sumed in Chicago the name of a French 
count. 
Here and in other Ajnerican cit- 
ies he worked for live years in one bank 
after another familiarizing himself, it is 
said, with the bank officials' signatures 
and gathering a supply of stationery and 
blank forms.

While the frost, which is scheduled 
for Friday night 
by 
the government 
bureau, will no doubt be light, if it 
arrives at all, yet it will cut short the 
tomato crop, which is large this year 
and should run for three weeks yet. No 
other fruits will be damaged by a light 
frost, wholesale dealers say. 
Toma- 
toes are reasonably cheap this year and 
are being canned in large quantities. 


Rain Delays Peach Pickiaig. 


Rain during the past two days over 
the fruit belt of Michigan has prevented 
the picking of ])eaches, local wholesale 
(fruit dealere have been 
told. 
Con- 
tinued wet season will be a blow to the 
crop, which is of exceptional 
quality 
this year, although not of heavy yield. 


There are plenty of plums on the 
local market, but little in demand. The 
high cost of sugar and the large amount 
needed for canning plums has lessened 
the call. 


Apples will not be scare. 
The yield 
will be nearly as large as last year, ac- 
cording to government reports. North- 
em Indiana will have a normal crop. 


MORE NEW CASES: FEWER DEATHS

Its Advance as Producer of 
Apples Particularly 
Notable. 


Indianapolis, Sept. 15.—Indiana rap- 
idly is going to the front as a fruit 
state, especially as an apple producer. 
The state'« increased prestige is due 
largelj"^ to the work of the department 
of entomology in giving information on 
how to control the causes for inferior 
crops. 
The work of the department, 
however, has not been confined to crops. 
Records in the office show that each yea|;. 
several thousitwd --.¡.tiejiiens of insc-cts 
and plant diseases are sent in for iden- 
tification. 
Methods of destroying these 
pests are communicated to the public In 
reports and pamphlets which are i&sued 
for free distribution. 


All niirseriea are examined at least 
once a year and nothing but healthy 
stock is permitted to be sold. 
An aver- 
age of 12,000,000 trees and plants arc 
examined annually and nurserymen who 
do not conduct their places properly are 
refused license. 


Last 
year 
1,161,000 
fruit 
stock, 
441,000 
shrubs and plants, 
228,000 
conifers were inspected and many seri- 
ous insect pests and plant diseases were 
found and destroyed. 
Since this office 
was established nine years ago no seri- 
ous foreign insect pests or plant dis- 
eases have been established in this state. 


In one shipment of roses several years 
ago 109 brown-tail moths' nests were 
fomid and destroyed. 
This was the 
worst shipment which ever came into 
this country, and was the cause of such 
stringent iiaspectioij requirements being 
made by the United States authorities. 
Had these nests not been found Indiana 
would today be in the same condition as 
the eastern states and spending money 
trying to keep the pest in cheek, accord- 
ing to officials of the department.

Imiianapolis, Sept. 15. —Thomas R. 
Marshall formally accepted the demo- 
cratic renomination for the vice-presi- 
dency here last night, not for additional 
honor, he said, "but in the hope that I 
may assist In the re-election of Wood- 
row Wilson, who has not walked where 
the path has led, but who has walked 
where there was no path and who has 
left a traU." 


In a speech of acceptance phrased in 
characteristic 
vein, 
the 
vice-president 
sketched briefly the legislative achieve- 
ments of the administration, in which he 
said he had been "an onlooker," and 
eulogized the president as "the man who 
brooded over the republic in storm-toss- 
ed times and by mere words spoke peace 
on the troubled seas of international 
politics." 
A changed administration, he 
de.clared, would not dare repeal a single 
one of the important measures put on 
the statute books since March 4, 1913. 
Wanting an issue, he continued, the. re- 
publicans had turned to foreign affairs, 
coining such phrases as "Firm American- 
ism" which they could not define. 


People Make Own Issue. 


"Thei American people this year have 
made their own issue," said Mr. Mar- 
shall. 
"Those that the parties present 
•may be only side issues. 
The real issue 
of this campaign is that thought which 
goes with the father to his work or busi-

company Friday afternoon, in ¿n e&rt 
to ward off the threatened strike by tiie 
gang of men who unload bananas from 
the 
railroad 
cars 
to 
the 
wholesale 
houses. 


Fruit dealers are willing to provide 
more convenient facilities for imloading 
the fruit, but will not raise the wages 
of the men, they say. 
The price of 
bananas will be high this year as it is, 
the dealers give out. 
Fruit merchants 
expect a peaceful adjustment of differ- 
ences Friday. 


Ben Williams will act as chief spokes- 
man for the banana bearers, in absence 
of John Lee, head of the men, who is 
held in the county jail, where he is 
serving a sentence for intoxication. The 
men who carry the bananas say they do 
not make a living wage at their calling. 
They ask thirty-five cejits an hour rath- 
er thaji fifty cents apiece for a car 
load. 


Seven car loads of bananas are deliv- 
ered in Fort Wayne each week. 
They 
come from Mobile and New Orleans, 
where they had been imported from South 
America. Tlie price of bananas is high. 
WTiolesale dealers pay thirty cents per 
hundred pounds for the fruit now. 
De- 
struction of the crop at Jamaica by the 
hurricane two months ago, from whence 
New York drew her supply, is reason 
for the soaring price. 
Fruit dealers 
give this as one reason for refusing the 
carriers more money.

WILL LEASE DRILL GROUND. 


Uncle Sam Unwilling to Re- 
lieve Mexico of Her 
Responsibility. 


New Jjondon, Conn., Sept. 15.—Prac- 
tical obstacles have arisen in the consid- 
eration by the American-Mexican joint 
commission here of mrmerous sugges- 
tion» for the paciiication of the border, 
which makes it seem improbable at this 
time that any agreement can be for- 
mulated \vithout prolonged discussion. 


Major General 
Tasker Bliss, assist- 
ant chief of staff of the army, was be- 
fore the commission today to point ouc 
objections that can be raised to many 
of the proposals, including that of an 
international constabulary to relieve the 
military forces of both countries in the 
border patrol work they are now do- 
ing. 


The commission held only a brief 
session. 
The ]Mexican party planning 
to leave for New York today to attend 
the celebration there tomorrow of Mex- 
ico's national holiday, commemorating 
the declaration of her independence and 
the throwing off of Spanish rule. 
They 
will return Monday, when 
confer- 
ences will be resumed. 


While the attitude of General Bliss, 
j as expressed to the commissioners here 
has not been revealed, it is believed he 
shares the view of many army officers' 
familiar with the border situation, that 
no solution can be found that is not 
based upon the establishment and a 
maintenance of a stable government in 
Mexico. Even the project of forming a 
border police force to be jointly sup- 
ported by the two governments, is open 
to criticism. 
It is pointed out that no 
matter what plan might be employed to 
administer its affairs 
and 
direct its 
movements its character would be hard, 
to maintain. It has been contended also 
that if the de fsicto government wa.s 
strong enough to give practical co-op-, 
eration in the organization of the bor- 
der police the need of such a force would 
have passed, as Mexico could then tako 
care of the situation within her own 
borders. 


There is no donbt that one of the 
purposes of the Washington adminis- 
tration is to arouse Mexico to the moral 
obligation that it is felt rests upon her 
to protect American interests along the 
international line frojn depredations of 
Mexican bandits. 
For this reason it 
seems imlikely that any plan for polic- 
ing the border will prove aceeptablo 
that seems to relieve her of that re- 
sponsibility.

Details Purpose in Moving 
for Change in Mexican 
Constitution. 


REPOEMS LIMITED 
BY PRESENT RULES 


Cites Effort to Force U. S. 
Intervention as Need 
for Improvement. 


Mexico City, Sept. 15.—Gen. Carran- 
za's purposes in issuing last night a 
call for the election of delejcates to an 
assembly to consider changes in the 
constitution are set forth in the pre- 
amble of the decree now made public 
here. 


The preamble refers to the platform 
of the constitutionalists as set forth in 
the plan of 
Guadaloupe, 
adopted in 


1913, before the downfall of 
General 
Huerta and elaborated at Vera Cruz in 
1914, and says it shows clearly that the 
program of the constitutionalists pro 
vided that when their cause was tri 
umphant and municipal elections had 
taken place, the first chief should call 
for the election of a congress, give an 
account of hia administration and have 
his actions ratified or modified by tlie 
congress. 
He was then to call a près i 
dential election and turn over the exe 
cutive power to the legally elected près 
ident. 


Intended to Carry It Out, 


The first cliief always intended to 
carry out this program and to that end 
adopted various measures to provide 
gorernment for the people, to improv 
the economic situation of the working 
classes and to insure a correct applica 
tion of republican 
principles as em 
bodied in the constitution. 
It has been 
found, however, that some of these re 
forms affected the functions of the gov 
ernment as limited by the constitution 
These reforms were necessary, Gen. Car 
ranza pointed out, because there exist 
ed the danger that if the functions of 
the government were limited strictly in 
accordance with tlie constitution of 1857, 
the 
administration 
of 
public 
affairs 
Avould not meet the necessities of the 
time and there would be a return to ty- 
ranny tlirough the absorption of pow- 
ers by the executive. 


Another Source of Danger. 


Another source of danger was that 
the powers vested in the 
legislative 
branch of the government woii'd be a 
constant stumbling block in the way of 
beneficial administration. 
The enemies 
of the constitutionalists, Gen. Carranza 
continues, have done everything to pre- 
vent completion of the program, even 
going so far as to imperil the dignity 
of the republic and endanger ita sover- 
eignty by provoking 
conflict with 
a 
neighboring 
republic 
and 
seeking 
to 
bi'ing about intei^'cntion on the pretext 
that there was no protection for the 
lives and properties of foreigners. They 
even pretended to seek intervention for 
humanitarian 
considerations 
appearim.; 
to lament the shedding of blood in a 
necessarj»^ war, although they did not 
scruple to squander lives and permit 
all manner of excesses against natives 


and foreignerg. 
These enemies of the 
conQtitutionalists oppose not only the 
reforms already ^ected but those in 
prospect- 
Therefore, the preamble says, 
the only way in which to attain the de- 
sired ends is to provide for a constitu- 
tional assembly through which the whole 
country will be able to express clearly 
its sovereign will, put the government 
on a firm basis beyond all question of 
legality. 


As a precedent for the action of Gen. 
Carranza in calling a constitutional con- 
vention the decree refers to the fact 
that in 1857 a similar assembly wa-s 
conducted, after Santa Anna was de- 
posed. 
The legality of this assembly 
was undoubted, although it did not fol- 
low the constitution of 1824.

Steamer Congress Lands 
Her 253 Passengers Safely 
After a Swift Dash. 


SHIP BLACK AND 


BUENED-OUT HULE 


Rescue on Pacific Coast Ac- 
complished Under Vast 
Difficulty. 


Marshfield, Ore., Sept, 15.—The Pa- 
cific Coast Steamship company's liner 
Congress swung on her anchor chain at 
the entrance to Coos bay today a black 
and burned out hulk as the result of 
the fire which caused her to race for 
this port last night. 
Every one of the 
253 passengers on board and the crew 
of 175 were landed safely last night b j 
the dredge Colps Mitdiie. 


Several members of the 
crew 
who 
were overcome by smoke were all re- 
ported early today to be recovering. 
None of the passengers appeared to have 
suffered any ill effects whatever anil 
they were loud in their praise of the 
way in which the vessel was managed. 
Order was maintained on board unti' 
the departure of the last boatload from 
the Congress to the Mitchie, which canu> 
alongside when the burning Vessel was 
enveloped in a pall of smoke. 


When the dredge Mitchie and the gas 
schooner Tillamook reached 
the 
Con- 
gress they found the liner almost com- 
pletely shrouded in smoke, and the pas- 
sengers fighting frantically to enter the 
lifeboats. Despite the stress of the sit- 
uation, however, Capt, N". E. Cousint 
and his crew managed to maintain con- 
trol and the work of transferring the 
people aboard to the rescue vessels was 
carried out in an orderly manner. 


Before the last boatload, in which was 
Captain Cousins, left the Congress, the 
smoke and heat were almost unbeara- 
ble. 
Flames were shooting out of th.i 
ventilators and up the passageways. 


Soon afterward the flames enveloped 
her from stem to stem, lighting the sky 
to a crimson hue. 
With the wind and 
tide the steamer began drifting in to- 
ward the spit of Coos bay. 


The fire was discovered at about 
p. m., near the seeond hold in the steer- 
age cabin. 
No word was received from 
e Congress, how&ver, regarding the 
fire imtil nearly 5 p. m. 
The dredge 
Mitchie reached the scene. 
Boats were 
loAvared at once. 
The gasoline schooner 
Tillamook arrived just before the last 
of the passengers were removed from 
the forward deck of the Congress, where 
watchers 
on shore 
could 
see 
flames 
shooting as night fell, obscuring the 
burninsr vessel from sight. 


All the ship's papers and valuables, 
estimated to be worth 150,000 were 
burned. 
These 
together 
with 
the 
ship's 
cargo, 
valued 
at 
an 
equal 
amount, will bring the total loss to 
$2,100,000. 
A valuation of $2.000,000 
was placed on the vessel. 
Virtually 
nothing remains for salvage, although 
the hull may be saved and the ship re- 
built. 


The cause of the Are remains a mys- 
tery. 
It was discovered 
In 
second 
steerage, but none of the crew who 
battled with the flames succeeded In 
reaching the point of origin or even 
definitely 
locating 
the 
exact 
spot 
whence the flames came. 
The belief 
is held, however, that the flames. If 
they did not originate In the vicinity 
of the fuel tanks, 
at least 
reached 
them, as the theory Is advanced 
that 
the oil must have been the principal 
food for the ñames»

This was done by order of the Mexican 
sanitary commission. The papers say the 
comml.ssion has already reduced the mor- 
tality rate, which had been terrible. From

main efforts to clearing houses, yards and 
streets of garbage, which is referred to 
as "sources of Infection."

The taller stock of corn exhibi- 
tor here has two fully developed ears 
and a "shoot." 
It is 5 inches in cir-

PRISONER IN THE CASTLE. 


LESSON TEXT—Acta 22. 
GOLDEN TEXT—He is my refuge «BÎ 
my fortress.—Pa. 91:2. 


Paul was rescued from the mob by 
the prompt action of Lyslas, and was 
saved from scourging by revealing hla 
Koman 
citizenship 
(21:27-22:29). 
Every true life, real social service, pa- 
triotism and national 
righteousness 
rest upon the value of conversion to 
Christ. The fundamental message ol 
the Christian church must always be 
regeneration. With this message Billy 
Sunday is gripping the large cities, 
and Dr.. John R. Mott is reaching the 
student life of the world. 


I. Paul's Account of His Early Life 
(v. 1-5). By his use of the Greek tongue 
he obtained permission to deliver this 
address, and by his wise use of the 
Jewish language he gained the atten- 
tion of the excited crowd. 
Paul as- 
serted his Jewish origin. (Acts 21-39). 
Tarsus, where he was born, had a uni- 
versity which rivaled those of Atheni 
and Alexandria, and Paul had probably 
heard its great philosophers. Paul was 
an educated man; he was brought up 
in Jerusalem from his early boyhood 
at tlie feet of Gamaliel its greatest 
teacher. 
Thus his religious training 
was according to the law of the fa- 
thers. and as "touching the righteous- 
ness which Is of the law," he ivas 
blameless (Pliil, 3:6). He was zealous 
for God, doing what he thought he 
woL'^iiave him do even when "perse- , 
cuteil this way," the way of forgive- 
ness, 
salvation 
and 
righteousness. 
Jesus said, "I am the way." Paul was 
at this time an instrument in the hands 
of the rulers, carrying out their plans, ; 
but he exceeded them in his .^eal for 
"the traditions of our fathers (Gal. 
1:14). He was not at all like those 
Pharisees whom Christ condemned as 
•Vhite sepulchers." He was not what ' 
we would term today, "a bad man." 


II. Paul's Turnlna Point tv. 6-21). 
Paul seems to pick out three different 
crises in this rehearsal. (1) His Inter- : 
view with Christ, when he saw Jesua . 
as he really was in his gtory, a living 
risen Savior (Cor. 9:1; 15.8). He had 
positive proof of the resurrection from , 
the dead. 
This proof convicted him ; 
of sin. He had heard Jesus call. He 
had asked Jesus what he would have 
him to do. He'was ready to obey, and 
something was given him to do. The . 
light which he met on that Journey ar- ! 
rested him 
his mad course. The i 
voice gave him his directions. In obedi- 
ence to the command, "Arise and go," : 
he gained knowledge and skill. (2) He I 
lights upon his interview with Ananias i 
(v. 14) where he received personal help I 
Àrom an experienced Christian. In the ' 
darkness and conflict of those three 
days of loneliness the questions must 
have been : Could he leave rank, honor, 
friends? Ck)uld he enter the service of 
the despised one and suffer reproach, 
danger and death? 
During this con- 
flict he must have had before him the 
vision of what God would have him do, 
and the work for which he chose him 
(VY. 16-18). His vision and commission 
constituted a strong motive for right 
decision. 
During the vision he came 
into the light, and confessed his faith 
by his baptism. As a result of those 
three days and his interview with 
Ananias he came to know God's will 
more fully. The next step was of 
course (3) his public avowal (See Acts 
2:88; Heb. 10:22; Rom. 10:18; I Cor. 
6:11). The purpose of Paul's whole 
life and mission was changed. 


ill. Paul's 
Dangerous Position (••. 
20-80). The mob gave him audience 
until his words about the Gentiles. Hla 
declaration that God had commanded 
him to go upon a mission to the Gen- 
tiles was an offense to the Jews, and 
bis words fell like a "spark upon an 
inflammable mass of fanaticism." They 
broke out into a frenzy of excitement, 
and made preparations to stone him. 
An Oriental mob Is hideous beyond de- 
gree, howling, yelling, cursing, gnash- 
ing their teeth, flinging their arms, 
casting off their garments (v. 23), 
throwing dust into the air to relieve 
their excitement and to express their 
execration. It was a manifestation of 
their uncontrollable rage. The opposi- 
tion of a mob is no proof that the 
person it curses Is wrong. 


Immediately preparations 
stopped. 
The commander was called, and, learn- 
ing that Paul was a free-born Roman 
citizen, he had cause to be afraid that 
be had gone too far. 


To assert Roman citizenship falsely 
was punèshable with death. 


The chief captain told Paul that 
with a great sum he had obtained his 
Roman citizenship, but Paul's reply 
was, "But I am Roman bom." 


Paul was well cared for after this, 
and, in order to find out why the Jews 
were so opposed to him, the captain 
summoned the Sanhédrin to meet the 
following day, thus nnconsdonsly giv- 
ing Paul another opportunity to pro* 
claim the gospel of Jesus Christ 


Paul Indeed was ready to be bound, 
and also to die at Jerusalem for tbe 
name of the Lord Jesns. 


He knew how his Lord had been 
bonnd (John 18:12), and he rejoiced in 
the fellowship of his sufferings (PhiL 
3:10) yet he claims his right as a citi-

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Mr. MarshalVs Acceptance 


Accepting for the second time at the hands of democracy a nom- 
ination for the vice presidency of the United States, Thomas R. Mar- 
shall in his address at Indianapolis Thursday evening struck a high 
and clear note for which there can be little of adverse criticism and 
for which there must be a great deal of commendation, not alone 
from the rank and file of his own party, but from the voter who, as 
Mr. Marshall phrased it, "however loj-^al he may to his party tradition, 
feels resting upon his conscience a more compelling duty to the re- 
public." Here in his old home district we naturally feel a particular- 
ly deep interest in the vice president, and the modesty, the even tenor 
and above all the lofty key in which his address was pitched were 
Edmirable. 


To be sure, Mr. Marshall found it impossible to resist the tempta- 
tion to indulge in an occasional thrust at the opposition, delivered in 
Marshallc.^qiie fashion, but there was no descent to either cheap par- 
tisanship, ill-tempered abuse or unreasonable demuiciation for those 
who find themselves unable to agree with him politically. It is made 
very clear that the vice president is pleading not for himself and not 
so much for democracy as for the permanence of the underlining prin- 
ciples of the new freedom, the advanced thouglit that has been enact- 
ed into legislation during the past four years, the new national path- 
ways that have been marked where not even a trail existed before, 
and for the chieftain who has borne the burdens unflinchingly. 


Some of these items Mr. Marshall enumerated; others are too 
well-fixed in tlie public mind to require specific mention. 
The vice 
president undertakes a strong defense of President Wilson s course 
in maintaining American neutrality, in keeping the United >States out 
of the European war and of averting armed intervention with its 
bloody consequences in Mexico, and down deep in their hearts we be- 
lieve the American people are firmly with him in his stand on these 
questions. "The judgment of the American people," as Mr. Marshall 
put it, "is not to make a martyr of the man who brooded over tlie re- i 
public in storni-tossed times and by mere words spoke peace to the 
troubled seas of international politics." 
Mr. Marshall's address was 
a wholesome and a forceful presentment of some of the striking 
phases of this remarkable campaign, and it is an effort which any 
voter, thoughtfully desiring to enlarge his grasp of the political situ- 
)ition, will find both interesting and illuminating.

Intelligence and 
enterprise 
can al- 
ways adapt themselves to changed con- 
ditions and as a matter of fact it is 
notorious that a very considerable part 
of the people 
engaged 
in the liquor 
business would be glad to employ their 
time and money in any enterprise that 
bears the badge of legitimacy, 
even 
with less remimerative returns. 


The Washington brewer's experience 
shows the way. 
It might likewise be 
profitable to 
study 
the adaptability 
shown by New England captains of in- 
dustry. 
For example, when locomotive 
building became unprofitable in Massa- 
chusetts, 
the 
Taunton 
Locomotive 
works turned to the manufacture of 
printing presses and snow plows, and 
the Fall River Iron works quit iron en- 
tirely when Fall River ceased to be a 
favorable situs for such enterprises and 
built up one 
of 
the greatest cotton 
manufacturing businesses in the coun- 
try. 


It should not be impossible, there- 
fore, for even a brewer to turn liis ac- 
tivities and investments into channels 
not only beneficial to the country, but 
profitable to

Stotsenburg.

night when James P. Goodrich, repdb- 
lican nominee for governor, addressed 
Clark county residents. 


In hia address here Goodrich dialled 
the democratic state administration with 
gross extravagance and entered into a 
discussion of the tax question. 
Kis 
hearers applauded him when he declared 
that the republicans, coming into power 
in 1897, reduced the state tax rate 18 
per cent during its tenure of office, not- 
withstanding that it spent more money . 
on state institutions than had any pre- 
vious democratic administration and paid 
$4,831,000 on the state debt. 
Goodrich 
delivered a reply to the speech of Attor- 
ney General Evan B. Stotsenburg, in de- 
fense of the democratic administration 
at Greencastle last Saturday. 


"The only increase of revenue that 
went to the common school subsequent 
to 1908," said Mr. Goodrich, "was that 
on account of increased valuations, of 
property in this state and that amount- 
ed in the foiff years of the Marshall 
administration, not to $2,000,000, but 
to $565,714.68, to be exact.

claimed on this account is nearly H,- 
500,000 and this difference may be 
taken as a fair indication of the ab- 
surdity of his figures." 


Mr. Goodrich also said that Stotsen- 
biffg had made a mistake of more than 
$1,000,000 in computing the increased 
revenue that has accrued to the common 
schools under the Ralston administra- 
tion.

New Norwegian Law G-ives 
Man of Military Age 
Unique Choice. 


Christiania, Norway, Sept. 1.—(Cor- 
respondence of the Associated Press.)—• 
A bill just passed by the Norwegian 
legislature permits men of military age 
to clioose whether they will serve their 
regulation period with the colors or go 
to wood-cutting in the government for- 
ests. 
Every man in Norway is obliged 
to do forty days' military drill, but tliis 
year, owing to the scarcity and expen- 
Biveness of imported fuel—coal and coke 
—much labor will be reqtiired in tlie 
public and private forests for the fell- 
ing and cutting of timber and it is in- 
tended to utilize the services of the sol- 
diers for this purpose and for the cut- 
ting of peat. 


Ijeborers' wages in the big industrial 
centers have 
risen 
to 
an abnormal 
height since the beginning of the Eu- 
ropean war and consequently men have 
been attracted from the country dis- 
tricts, so that the new legislation is re- 
garded fts a boon by the proprietors of 
wooded land. 
The soldier-foresters are 


to be paid the ordinary wages of coun- 
try laborers less twenty per cent., and 
a large proportion of this year's class 
of soldiers have signified their intention 
of wielding the axe and the saw in- 
stead of the rifle and bayonet. 


In some quarters it is proposed to ex- 
tend this scheme and place the recruits 
to work at railroad building, which is 
much needed. 
All the railroads 
are 
owned and run by the government and 
plans have been made for the construc- 
tion of a main line across the coiintry 
and a local line along the coast. 
Delay 
has been caused by the lack of labor, 
but it is hoped by means of the new 
legislation to overcome this.

Elephant Butte Dam, the largest ir- 
rigation dam ever built under direc- 
tion of the United States reclamation 
service and the largest mass of ma- 
sonry in the world, will be formally 
dedicated by President Woodrow Wil- 
son, October 14. 


The dam is situated 
on 
the 
Rio 
Grande river, about 125 miles above El 
Paso. It is 1,250 feet long with a max 
imum width of 215 feet at the base, 
tapering to a iiv^idlh of eighteen feet ai 
the crest which is 304% feet abov< 


bed rock. The crest is used as a road- 
way. 


The structure contains 610,000 cubic 
feet of stone and rubble concrete. 


The lake formed by the dam which 
stores only the flood waters of the Klo 
Grande, will be forty-Ave miles long 
with an average width of sJx miles 
and an average depth of 66 feet. 
It 
will have 200 miles of shore line /ind a 
storage capacity of 862,200,000.000 gal- 
lons or enough to cover 2,642,292 acres 
<1: land to the depth of one foot. 


Elephant Butte dam has about dou- 
ble the capacity of the lake behind 
Roosevelt dam in Arizona, and four 
times the capacity of the storage res- 
ervoir behind the famous 
irrigation 
I dam at Assauan, Egypt. 
This would 
bo enough water to cover the state of 
Delaware to a depth of two feet. 


The dam will cost 110,000,000 and is 
destined 
to 
reclaim 
nearly 
200,000 
acres of fertile land in the valley oC 
Rio Grande in New Mexico and Texas, 
and 30,000 acres in old Mexico. It has 
been under construction since 1910.

Torture of Smpects by Police to Cover 
Up Failure Now Charged in Murder Case 


New Arrests in Famous 
Nichols Case in New oYrk 
May Bring Release of 
Man Now Serving a Life 
Term in Sing Sing as the 
Slayer of Wealthy Wid- 
ow.

"A human life offered up in saorlflee to 
police Inefficiency," said Charles B. Le- 
Barbler, attorney for Talas, today, de- 
scribing the case. 


Mrs. Nichols, clad In silks, was found 
dead one evening a year 
ago.

valued at $17,000 had been stripped from 
her body. 


Talas, pantry boy Jn the Nichols home, 
was arrested. On the witness stand Talas 
swore that Waltonen, once butler In Mrs. 
Nichols' house, entered the house, intimi- 
dated him at 
tho point of a 
revolver, 
bound him hand and foot and left him in 
a different part of the house from where 
the body was found. 


Talas, frail in body and mind, broke 
down and wept as he told his story. 


He stated that detectives, after the 
escape'of the real culprit, took him Into 
a room next where the body of Mrs. 
Nichols lay. beat him, twisted his arms, 
hit him with blackjacks and otherwise 
tortured him for twelve hours. 
He said 
he was so enfeebled he had not the will 
to oppose longer the demand for a con- 
fession.

He did it with a microscope and dip 
net, substituting

for bunglesome guesswork. 


If the old shells are cast Into tihe 
oyster beds too soon they become moss 
covered , and the little oysters cannot 
cling to them when they are ready to 
settle down to the business of growing 
fat. 
If thrown in too late the tiny 
bivalves have already perished by mil- 
lions for lack of proper anchorage. 


Simple, isn't it?

ever tried to find out the cause of the 
great oyster bed wastage.

Whoever happens to like rice will 
never need worry much about the high 
cost of living. 


Rice ranks among the most nutri- 
tious of foods. 
It is the staff of life 
for one-half the human race. 
When 
combined with milk or cheese it be- 
comes 
an 
appetizing substitute for 
meat. 
It makes delicious puree, grid- 
dle cakes and puddings. 
Serve'd with 
cream 
it 
is 
a 
palatable breakfast 
cereal. 


Eice is an acceptable food all the 
year 
and particularly 
appetizing in 
summer. 


Expert cooks in Uncle Sam's gov-" 
ernment kitchens have recently been 
experimenting with the best way of 
preparing rice. And in the present era 
of high food prices, their recommen- 
dations will be much appreciated by 
economical housewives. 


It is well to remember that when 
rice is used abundantly in the diet It 
Is particularly desirable 
to 
include 
generous amounts of green vegetables 
and fruits also, in order that a supply 
in mineral substance adeqy^^te in kind 
and quantity may be provided. 


MUTTON AND RICE. 


Four cups cooked rice, two cups cook- 
ed mutton cut into small pieces, one 
teaspoon salt, few drops onion juice, 
one teaspoon chopped parsley, one-half 
cup bread crumbs, one egg, one-fourth 
teaspoon pepper. Stock 
or 
water as 
needed. 


Grease a raold or a bowl of about 
one and one-quarter capacity and line 
with cookcd rice. 
Heat the meat with 
the other 
ingredients, 
using enough 
stock to make a mixture that is moist, 
but will hold its shape. Pack the meat 
in the center of the mold and cover with 
tho remaining rice, grease the cover of 
the mold (if a bowl is used, a plate Avill 
serve for a cover,) steam or cook in 
water enough partly to cover the mold 
until the contents are thoroughly heat- 
ed through. 
Turn on a hot platter and 
serve with tomato sauce. 


If one finds it convenient, cold lamb, 
veal or chicken may be used in place of 
mutton in preparing this dish. 


DESSERTS,OF RICE. 


I is always useful, especially so for in- 
dividuals and little children. 


If combined with milk and eggs it 
makes a very nutritious dish as well as 
one easily digested. 


Plain boiled rice, cookcd either 
in 
water or in milk, and served with a 
little stewed fruit, maple syrup, honey 
or other simple ilavnr, makes a mere 
wholesome dessert 
lor 
caildroii tiinn 
rich puddings or pies hf.'caitsc it i.s lets 
likely to upset the digestion or to de- 
stroy the appetite for simple foods. 


RICE IN SALADS. 


As the basis of a sweet dessert, ricé 


Cold rice, particularly' that whic i 
cooked so that the grains are separate, 
is a good addition to vegetable salad» 
combining 
well 
with 
celery, 
strin-/ 
beans and tart apple. 
If „one wishe« 
some chicken cut in small pieces ^Iso 
can be .added. 


COOKED IN DOUBLE BOILER. 


Another dish which has almost 
as 
good an appearance may be prepared 
by cooking rice 
in 
a double boiler, 
without stirring, and using about three 
CUPS of water and a level teaspoon of 
salt to each cup 
of rice. 
If a more 
savory 
dish is 
desired, skim milk 
whole milk, meat broth, strained to 
mate juicc, or vegetable broth may be 
used in place of water. 


F I R E t e S S COOKED RICE. 


three cups of boiling water, In which 
two level teaspoons of salt are dissolv- 
ed. 
Cook for five minutes and then 
put in a fireless cooker. In two hours 
the rlcc should be done. 
If any water 
remains unabsorbed, it can be drained 
off. 


Rice varies somewhat in the amount 
of -water it absorbs, and the house- 
keeper accordingly should vary 
the 
amount of water used. 


RtCE AS A VEGETABLE. 


Rice cooked as described above is 
excellent when served as a vegetable 
with meats, 
as in 
the well-known 
"chicken and rice." 
Such uses of rice 
are particularly welcome in the period 
when "old potatoes" are not very pal- 
atable and "new potatoes" have not 
yet appeared in the locality or are high 
In price in market. 


RICE, SOUTHERN STYLE. 


When ricé is prepared in southern 
fashion, all the grains are. kept sep- 
arate. 
Slowly add a cup of thoroughly 
washed rico to a quart of rapidly boil- 
ing water, which contains two level 
toaspoohs of salt. 
Tho boiling which 
"hoi'iri continue all the time the rice 
is cooking. 
Stirrinpr Is not permitted, 
as this will break 
tho 
rice grains, 
/ibout .twenty niinutes is sufncient to 
cook tho rice. 
Pour off all the vjater 


the outside of tho grains, cooks some- 
times turn 
the cooked rice into 
a 
strainer and pour one quart of hot 
water over it before covering with a 
cloth and allowinsr to steam and swell. 
A cup of raAv rice cooked in this way 
will give over four cups of very white 
and light, boiled rice. 


The water drained off from the rice 
can be used in soap making to save 
the starch and mineral matter which it 
contains. 


RICE IN COMBINATIONS. 


Rice may 
also be 
combined with 
protein-rich 
foods, 
such 
as 
milk, 
cheese and eggs for use in place of 
meat, or with small amounts of veg- 
etables to make the latter "go further." 
Of course, such a dish does not con- 
tain as much tissue-building protein 
as if it were made entirely of meat, 
but when the meat provided ordinarily 
is generous and the aim is to reduce 
the cost without lessening the attract- 
iveness of the food, such combinations 
are well worth trying.

Rublee has been serving on the fed- 
eral trade commission without pay since 
his first appointment was made before 
the Sixty-third congress adjourned. The 
senate refused to act on his appoint- 
ment at that time, and later a recess 
appointment Avas made. 


The reactionary republicans in the 
senate did not want Rublee on the fed- 
eral trade commission. 
Rublee is a pro- 
gressive. 
He has been closely associated 
with Louis D. Brandéis in many cases 
which the "people's lawyer" has han- 
dled. 
Rublee was Brandéis' associate 
as counsel in the famous Ballinger in- 
vestigation. 
He helped frame the pro- 
visions of the federal trade commission 
when the legislation was before the sen- 
ate, and is well fitted to serve on the 
commission.

The question of Rublee's confirmation 
was referred to a subcommittee of the 
senate committee 
on interstate 
com- 
merce. 
Gallinger appeared before this 
committee in 1915 to explain his oppo- 
sition. 
He quoted from a newspaper 
clipping 
a 
statement 
by 
Winston 
Churchill in a public address to the ef- 
fect that "Kublee was the man Avho 
helped to put the rollers imder Gallin- 
ger. 


Chin-chill, called before the committee, 
testified that what he really said was: 
"Rublee was the'man who helped to put 
the rollers under BALLINGER." 
The 
typesetter simply got the names mixed. 


Gallinger was left high and dry and 
without an excuse for opposition. 
So 
he fell back on "senatorial courtesy." 


"Senatorial courtesy" is a polite name 
for political blackmail. 
When one sen- 
ator objects to a confirmation on the 
ground that an appointee is "person- 
ally obnoxious" to him—as Gallinger did 
in this case—it has been the practice of 
the senate to stand by the «ingle ob- 
jector and refuse confirmation. 


So long as each senator hfti this 
"right" to object to a confirmation and 
have his objection sustained through this 


kind of 'courtesy', it means that each 
senator must be consulted about ap- 
pointments from Itis state; thus placing 
each senator in control of ail patronage 
in his state. 


That is the issue that Rublee and 
Woodrow Wilson set out to fight. 
The 
senate twice stood by "senatorial cour- 
tesy." 
First on May 15, 1916, it re- 
jected Rublee by a vote of 36 to 42, 
Senator 
Hollis, 
of 
New 
Hampshire, 
changing his vote from aye to nay in 
order later to move to reconsider. This 
was done on May 23, and the vote was 
a tie, 38 to 38. 


In the meantime Rublee contintied in 
his job without pay and rendering val- 
uable service on the commission, and 
the president has induced him to con- 
tinue imder a new recess appointment 
until the battle can be fought out again 
next session.

Paul as- 
serted his Jewish origin. (Acts 21-39). 
Tarsus, where he was born, had u uni- 
versity which rivaled those of Athent 
and Alexandria, and Paul had probably 


i heard its great philosophers. Paul was 


un edr.oited man; he was brought up 
n Jerusalem from his early boyhood 
at the feet of Gamaliel Its greatest 
leacher. Thus his religious training 
was according to the law of the fa- 
thers, and us "touching the righteous- 
ness which Is of tho law," he was 
Dlumeless (Phil, 3:0). He was zealous 
for f'-<\(\, doing what he thought he

Accepting for the second time at the hands of democracy a nom- 


ination for the vice presidency of the United States, Thomas R. Mar- 
shall in his address at Indianapolis Thursday evening struck a high 
and clear note for which there can be little of adverse criticism unc 
for which there must be a great deal of commendation, not alone 
from the rank and file of his own party, but from the voter who, a: 
Mr. Marshall phrased it, "however loyal he may to his party tradition 
feels resting upon his conscience a more compelling duty to the re 
public." Here in his old home district we naturally feel a particular 
ly deep interest in the vice president, and the modesty, the even teno: 
and above all the lofty key in which his address was pitched wer< 
admirable. 


To be sure, Mr. Marshall found it impossible to resist the tempta- 


tion to indulge in an occasional thrust at the opposition, delivered in 
Marshallesque fashion, but there was no descent to either cheap par- 
tisanship, ill-tempered abuse or unreasonable denunciation for those 
who find themselves unable to agree with him politically. It is made 
very clear that the vice president is pleading not for himself and not 
so much for democracy as for the permanence of the underlying prin- 
ciples of the new freedom, the advanced thought that has been enact- 
ed into legislation during the past four years, the new national path- 
ways that have been marked where not even a trail existed before, 
and for the chieftain who has borne the burdens unflinchingly.

the Associated Press.)—Attention is be 
ing called here to the growing succes 
of what is known as the "Baby Car 
Tier" business between 
the 
TJnitet 


States and Japan. The essence of th 
idea is the bringing to Japan of Japa 
nose babies born in the United Stale* 
in order that they may bo brought up 
in this country and receive their edu- 
cation hero. 


Over three thousand babies, it is esti- 


mated, aro born every year to Japanese 
".families in California. 
Many fiunilica 


• are anxious to have their 
children 


.reared in Japan, but are financially un- 
able to bring the babiea homo. Conse- 
quently hundreds of babies are brought 
here by carriers. On each trip tho car- 
rier—a Japanese man or a Japanese 
man with his wife—bring from five t<> 
fifteen babies nnd distribute them in all 
uarts of the empire usually at the home 
of the grandparents. Mosuml Yoshimi, 
one of those who conceived the carrier 
project, says he does not find the work 
troublesome. On arrival at Yokohama 
he engages a sufficient number of nurse-:, 
to look after tho babies in the train and 
then follows a carefully prepared itin- 
erary. "The only danger," he said, "is 
mixing up tho babies, but I have solved 
that by keeping an identification card

The dance, 
ivierd and picturesque, was witnessed 
by a thousand soldiers and was held on- 
ly after painstaking preparations by 
the Indians.

to his first inspection trip, 


(which took him to El Valle,) the gen- 
eral had heard many times of the ghost 
dances the scouts- bad been giving . n't 
their camp and before leaving for El 
Valle, had informed Capt. .lairies A. 
Shannon, who has directed the destinies 
of the Apaches, that he would be pleased 
to have them perform for him.
